In the mean 
time his Excellency has fent Dire€tions to Apalia, 
for a ftop to be put to the tranfporting of Corn 
from thence to Catalonia,and for bringing it hither.

Naples, Feb. 14. A Genoefe Ship that carse from 
the Morea laden with Corn, being.driven by fircfs of 
Weather into Gaeta, her Lading is purchas’d in 
order to be fold here, whither Corn is brought by 
from Apulia and other Provinces, and 
tans are fitting out co cruife in the Sea of Calabria 
againft the Privateers of Sicily who interrupt our 
Commerce and Navigation. Some Days ago De- 
puties from the City-Council waited on the Viceroy, 
atd reprefented to bim, that the Sum of 80000 
Ducats, a publick Pand affign’d for mainiain- 
ior Plenty of Provifions in the City, being ap- 
ply'd to other Ufes, it wasimpoffible for our Magi- 


firaces co procuse fuch Supplies as are neceffary to 


keep the People quiet, unlefs the Government would 
them with an Eqsivaicnt for that fund.
